The question was then thrown open for 
general discussion and H. H. Gross; a former 
member of the school board, tock the floor 
at the request of School Trustee Spiegel.

figurehead. It belittles and destroys the au- 
thority and influence of the principal. 

“2 It makes unjust charges and insinue- 
tions upon the question of secret marking. 

“3. It provides an Inadequate commission 
to do an impossible work. 

4. Its effect will be to destroy the merit 
system and substitute politics and pull. 

“5. It will atsorganise the school system 
and enable the teachers’ federation to exploit 
the schools for the benefit of its members. 

There never has been and never ill de 
any large school system — con- 
ducted unless the superintendent has au- 
thority over and control of the teaching 
force,” sald. Mr. Gross. Without this con- 
fusion, discord, and W ee must fol · 
low. 


Principals Competent Judges. 


„The principals of the schools are high 
class and capa educators and the only 
competent judges of a teacher's ability and 
progreasiveness. These principals certainly 
rank as educators with the experta proposed 
by the Post resolution. The annual reports 
ef the principals provided for will bave no 
Standing or value whatever in the promo- 
The reports go to the superintendent, 
to be kept by him on file for the tnepection 
of the board members. Under the proposed 
plan the superintendent has no control of the 
entry of teachers into the schools. no voice 
in their promotion, and is no factor in the 
problem of weeding out the incompetent. It 
greatly simplifies. his duties. He will become 
merely a clerk and figurehead. | 
The issue is clouded dy the bugaboo of 
secret marking. It is heid up as 4 great 
in zustice and infquity. It is unjust and it 
is infquitous, not to the teachers, however. 
but to the children of the cite, so many of 
whom are suffering at the hands of unworthy 
and incompetert teachers that it is next; to 
impossible to. remove from the system. 
“The proposed plan of determining oondi- 
tions of promotion is unscient ific, inadequate, 
and impossible. — 

There is only one way to grind through 
the ‘grist undér.the Post résolution within a 
period satisfactory to the waiting teachers, 
and, that would be to line them up as they do 
children for vaccination and have the chair- 
man of the commission brand each candi- 
date with a rubber stamp with the word 

‘approved as the line passes by. The plan 
proposed has not a single redeeming feature. 
It is absurd on its face and an insult to the 
inteliigence of the citizens of Chicago.” r

6. Insist on cement or tile floors in every 
slaughter house, large or small, at the stock- 
yards; insist on good sewerage and clean 
ook for working up by-products inte 


Taslet on a detailed report on the hygi- 
ene condition of every fruit and vegetable 
factory, bakery, ice cream factory, and res- 
taurant. 

8. If such reports are denied employ fair 
and intelligent workers and get the reports 
yourselves. 

9. Insist on the appointment of the best 
talent for inspection work in fac- 
tories, and stores. 

10. Don’t drop the subject for at least two 
years. 

Cold Storage Business “Ruined.” 

The city meat markets and @oceries, the 
dairy farms, and the stockyerds will be the 
immediate objects of attack. 

The other day,“ said Mra. Plummer, I 
telephoned my butcher for a chicken, and 
told him to be sure it wasn’t a cold storage 
one.
